of hope that the business depression which had set in would soon spend its force and 
that business would again go along normally, but that hope failed to materialize. As 
a result of thé failing off in business, the railroads as a whole during the first nine 
months of the year earned a net return equivalent to approximately 2.9 per cent 
upon their: valuation—a return barely sufficient to pay interest on outstanding bonds, 
with no allowance for compensation to the owners. The improvement in net earn- 
ings during the latter part of the year has been slow, and in many instances it has 
been brought about only at the sacrifice of badly-needed maintenance expenditures. A 
demand for reduced railway rates, in the face of the failure of the railroads, as a whole, 


to earn a net return sufficient to their needs, also was restrictive in the uncertainty it. 


created. 


In spite of these influences, however, the railroads have given adequate service 
at all times. We should not be discouraged by the present situation, unfavorable as 


some of its aspects may be. 


We should like to give you in tiis review a statement of how the Illinois Cen- 
tral System has accounted for itself during 1921, but at this time we haye complete 
information covering only the ten months to November 1.

in the first ten months of 1920. This decrease in business 1s refiected in the gross 
earnings. For the first ten months of 1921 we had a gross income of $135,926,186, 
which was $6,615,074 less than the gross income ot the corresponding period of 1920. 


Through drastic reductions in Our eXpenditures, we ended the first ten months 
of 1921 with a net income of $/7,772;154. Approximately $6,375,600 was required to 
pay dividends on stock for the ten months’ period, leaving a balance of $1,396,554 for 
improvements in our properties. However, during the ten months of this year cov- 
ered in this report we spent a total of $16,284,809 for new equipment, over and above 
amounts spent in the repair and maintenance of equipment, and a total of $6,614,782 
for permanent improvements to roadway. Over and above expenditures for maintenance. 
This total new investment of $22,899591 exceeded the amount we had left over after 
paying expenses and a return on investment by $21,503,047, which had to be borrowed. 


We entered the year with 57,081 employes, but the drastic reductions in force 
made necessary by the great decline in business cut the number to 48,649 in February. 
Since that time there has been a steady gain in the number of employes. When it be- 
came known that a reduced scale of wages would become effective July 1 through 
the ruling of the Railroad Labor Board, we immediately laid plans for large increases 


in our forces, with the result that by October we had a total of 60,388 employes in 


all departments.

The Fort Dearborn barf® incident is not a pleas. 
ant event with which to start the new year. But 
if its character is understood, it will ot have the | 
effect of a serious check upon the returning tide 
of confidence. This bank's difficulties are not the 
result of any general weakness in the banking | 
situation. They are the result of the improper 
conduct of one bank and it is especially encourag- 
ing to realize that this conduct is exceptional in 
a banking community like ours, which is solid as 
a rock because of its conservative and highly re- 
sponsible methods and the character of its financial 
leaders. The fate of the Fort Dearborn bank is 
the exception which, if it is not needed to prove | 
the rule of Chicago’s sound banking and financial 
solidity, at any rate illustrates it by contrast. _ 

Thus not only are depositors given prompt wali 
complete protection, but the general business com- 
munity can proceed upon its gradual way back to 
prosperous normalcy. The affair should not be al-: 
lowed to cloud the steadily brightening skies. We 
are not going to have béom times tomorrow or the 
next day. There is a long process of recovery 
ahead. But the process is under way. The vast 
powers of recuperation inherent in our American 
situation are steadily at work. What we need 
chiefly is a little patience and the cheerful conf. 
dence which the basic strength of our country jus-" 
tifies. We are already over the worst of our trou- 
bles and the climb up has begun. ‘ 


THE AMERICAN 
MEDITERRANEAN. 


The international joint commission, with which 
lies the final opportunity for an effective favorable 
report to congress on the St. Lawrence seaway, is 
now considering the subject. The Canadian mem- 
bers will favor it. If the Americans also accept 
the approving report of the government engineers, 
of the eighteen states which have indorsed and 
demanded it, of Secretary Hoover, and others high 
in the administration, we shall have an effective 
recommendation to congress to authorize the im- | 
provement. If the American commissioners prefer | 
to accept the narrow view of New York and other 
coast interests we shall be delayed, but we still 
shall get the seaway. 

President Harding recently spoke in favor of an 
American merchant marine. His greatest chance 
of realizing that hope lies in the eighteen middle 
western states which would support it if the sea- 
way were provided to bring these vessels to their 
doors. Give the ships access to our cities through 
the seaway, let us see and use them, arid we will 
support them. The lakes can be made an American 
Mediterranean. 

New York is almost as foolish to oppose their 
opening as Liverpool would be to oppose free pas- 
sage of the Strait of Gibraltar. Detroit can become 
the Constantinople of this great commercial high- 
way, and Chicago or Duluth its Odessa. The agri«, 
cultural areas served by Odessa and Duluth are 
essentially similar. 

Before the war Liverpool found it very profi 
able to ship through the Strait of Gibraltar to and 
from the rich wheat port of Odessa. The distance 
from Liverpool to Gibraltar is not many miles less 
than from New York to Montreal, while the dis- 
tance from Montreal to Duluth is approximately 
half the distance from Gibraltar to Odessa. If 
Liverpool could ship profitably over the longer 
route to Odessa, why could not New York ship 
profitably over the shorter route to Duluth? Again 
the distances from London to Helsingfors, Finland, 
and other Baltic ports are similar to the Montreal- 


Yet England found such tra 
profitable. Why could we not do so? So much for 
domestic commerce. 
The advantage in foreign trade is incalculable. 
We would have direct waterway communication 
without breaking cargo for all our products to the 
ports of the world. The advantage to American

Mexico*City, Jan. 2.—While the di- 

rector of state education and the gov- 
ernor of the state of Vera Cruz are 
planning to suppress the government 
colleges and institutions of higher 
learning throughout that state, the 
federal government has countermated 
-by anmouncing that it hase deciaced to 
establish a college in Orizaba during 
the first two months of this new yrar. 

‘This proposed college, which will be 

under federal control, will pay special 

attention to industrial chemistry ana 


the industria] arts. A like college is to 
be opened in Monterey, where the etate 


governor has shdwn himself siow in! 


advancing higher education along prac- 
tica? lines. . 
-Policy of Government. 

The federal government has laid 
down the policy that it has no right 
nor authority to coerce the states, even 
in the matter of popular education, but 
it has just as emphatically stated that 
education must receive careful atten- 
tion throughout the country and that, 
for this reason, wherever the states 
cannot or will not supply the proper 
echools the federal department of pub 
lic education will proceed te do so. 
Moreover, such schools shall : emain 
under the direction of the central de 
partment of public education. 

Another step in this direvtion ts the 
proposed southeastern ur-iversity 
which is shortly to be established in 
Yucatan. The government of the lat- 
ter state, however, welcomes this step 
on the part of the federation. 

Insure Pupliis’ Health. 

The greater part of the students in 
the primary, high, and superior schools 
come of poor families, and some of 
them have not the means to buy books. 
So books are purchased for them at the 
government expense. This custom 
dates back t# the Diaz régime. 

Now, however, the department of 
education plans to insure the health 
of the students. To this end a med- 
ical consultation office, with well 
known doctors and physicians tn at- 
tendance, is to be established in each 
one of the eight wards of Mexico City. 
These medical departments, in eddi- 
tion to looking after the sanitary con- 
ditions of the schools, school grounds. 
and students, will give attention te In- 
dividual studenta at the medic. office. 

Schools for Remote Places. 

The 1922 budget for education in the 
district of Lower California is the 
largest ever appropriated for that pur- 
pose in the peninsula by the fedeal 
government. The northern half of |

Under normal conditions Ameri- 
can markets usually are soft early in 
January, when the first rush of the 
southern hemisphere grain is undemWay, 
and the bull turns hardly commence 
until late in February or early in March. 


Statistics Little Changed. 

From a statistical position the revised 
government report failed to change the 
situation materially, returns on wheag 
confirming the belief of the trade that 
this country was overexported on the 
basis of the preliminary estimates. It 
is believed that there is abgut 100,000,900 
bu wheat remaining in this country for 
export and carryover after allowing for 
all requirements. A government report 
en farm reserves as of Jan. 1 will be 
given to the trade early this month. 

Dry weather continues in the south- 
west and there is more than the usual 
prospect of a crop scare in that section. 
The Dec. 1 condition was the lowest on 
record and practically no moisture has 
fallen in the leading sections since the 
report was compiled. Drought talk is 
also coming from parts of Europe. Bull- 
ish statistics and crop scares ‘have cos‘ 
the trade dearly in the last year, and 
there is a disposition to go slow in buy- 
ing until the foreign financial situation 
rights itself.
